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THE DAILY'S FIELD 



Along with most of the other undergraduate organizations the 
Daily is continually passing through the diffciviit stages of devel- 
opment ultimately leading to a business-like organization and in- 
creased efficiency, in both ths editorial and business departments. 
This year, many changes, some of which are apparent and some of 
which arc not, have taken place. 

It will be noticed that the paper is uiuA larger, having been 
increased from a six to a seven-column size, and is now the same, 
in this respect, as any standard city newspaper. The editorial col- 
umn has been placed on the last page. There is also more space 
devoted to reading matter than was liie case in either of the two 
previous volumes, which, it is expected, will add both to the ap- 
pearance and usefulness ol the paper. 

The fact that there is more space available for reading matter, 
however, necessitates an increase in the editorial staff and a com- 
plete reorganization in our system of covering the small field of 
news at our command. Allhougli the field is a small one. we be- 
lieve that it will prove sufficiently large if covered in a thorough 
and efficient manner by a large staff of reporters. At present the 
staff is too small, and there are at —'nh several openings for un- 
dergraduates possessing journalistic ability, and also for those who 
are willing to learn. 1 he advantages to be gained are many and 

^ the work interferes but little with the academic course. All ap- 
pointments to the editorial staff will be made before the end of the 
month, and consequently those wishing to be tried out shoukl api^ly 
for assignments as soon as possible. The editor will be in the edi- 
torial rooms every afternoon aller three. All applicants are assured 
a fair, impartial test of their abilities. 

We also take this opportunity of urging upon the secretaries 
and presidents of the different vmdergraduate organizations the ne- 
cessity of their co-operation with the editor for the purpose of pub- 
lishing all news regarding activities of the institutions with which 

- they are concerned. This applies to all societies and clubs as well 
as to the Union, the McGill Young Men's Christian Association 
and other institutions of importance in the student community. The 
Daily is desirous of publishing every item of news that may be of 
interest to the undcagraduates of the University and as this is an 
impossibility without the assistance of the different secretaries and 
officers of the various organizations, we hope that their hearty sup- 
port will be given to our efforts in making the McGill Daily one of 
the leading University ncwspai)crs in America. 

Our Sister Universities in the United Stales publish similar 
newspapers' with great success and have been doing so for many 
years. Their organizations are now perfected and have been 
brought to that state of efficiency where the best results are obtain- 
ed from a minimum expenditure of labor. To accomplish this, 
however, they have for years commanded a large editorial staff, 
made up of men who have received at least one year's training, and 
they have also been greatly aided by the co-operation and support 
of each individual member of the student body. The Daily or- 
ganization is to be modelled on the best of those now in use at the 
leading American Universities and the time is probably not far off 
when this paper will compare favorably with any on the continent, 
both as regards editorial organization and quality of news. 

The editorial policy to be followed this year will be in no way 
different from that of the two years just past. Strict impartiality 
both in the news and editorial columns will be observed. The 
Daily will run a correspondence column in which all letters to the 
Editor will be given full publicity. Although we do not insist on 
the signing of communications addressed to the Editor for publica- 
tion, no letter will be published unless the writer's card is enclosed 
as an evidence of good faith. We thus hope to avoid the unpleas- 
ant incidents sometimes attendant on the printing of anonymous 

> letters. The Daily's policy is as foîlows: — 

1. To act as an effective medium of correspondence between 
Undergraduates, Faculty, Governors and Alumni. We intend to 
keep every McGill man, old and young, well informed on news of 
his University. 

2. To boost all feasible schemes of University improvement. 

3. To oppose fearlessly and unceasingly anything that savors 
of sectionalism in McGill University. 

4. To act as the official organ of all University announce- 
ments. 

• 5. To keep McGill in constant touch with the great Univers- 
ity world of Canada, the British Isles and the United States.

What worries him is that the business 
of lawyers is sllppinf; out of their graap 
Into the hands of corporalions. That the 
jiraetlce of the law has become commer- 
eiaiized is no new plaint; but the drift, 
II -cordlnK to .Mr. lirlstol. has gone far 
beyond commercializing: individual law- 
yers. "The great bulk of litigation." 
he devlarcs, "while It may be notnrally 
done by a lawyer or a man who has 
been admitted to the Itar and is en- 
titled to call hUiLself u lawyer, is con- 
ducted by corporations which have nei- 
ther soul nor con.solence, and owe al- 
U'Erienee to no I'ode of ethics or morals, 
and whti'h lmvi> no other cause for ox- 
Isteii. e til. in tile aei ntniilation of wealth 
i n- litre, (urs and .•itoe'iilioldcrs."

Again, Ihere is the organization of cor- 
IKiralioii.s; ihis, too, has now been tak- 
en over liy companies with braneli of- 
flee.H in till' ,'^tuteH which are Messed i 
With < Afy Ineorporallun i.iw.s. These , 
eorporatiiiiis not only aid in org.inlziiiK 
eonipanle.s, Init for a fee of t^.'i furnish ' 
a "residenl dlrei-tor .'ind tho year's rent ; 
of an oirii e i.r a size, grandeur, .and ' 
riirnitiire display to iimiply witli the 
law." .N'eedless lo say. .Mr. Uristol Is 
very clear In his mind that litigation by 
tliesu companies In ab.iiolutely illegal, 
and he elicn ojiltilons to prove it. It is 
Obviously a mil 1er which calls for the 
most serious thought and one likely to 
bn lonchtMl upon at tho annual meeting 
of the American Rar Asaurlatlon next 

week. 

It is, huwi vcr. only fair lo a.slt whe- 
ther there are not some redeeming fea- 
tures about tho tendencies and practices 
amilnsi which Air. Rrlstnl exclaims, i 
Tliii", it would he Interesting to know 
If the layiii.in lias not a' tiially profit- 
ed by the rise of the company wlileh 
deals with title Insurance. Tlio cor- 
poration with Its large assets, which Is 
able to Insure the lltli! anil meet the 
damages If it inii,kes iin error. Is heller 
for the client than a la\v.\. r who Is re- 
sopnslhlu only for negllgenee In sean li- 
Ing lilies. Moreover, only a few law- 
yers would hi> able to respond in iluni- 
•iges if negligence were proved against 
tlietn. The layman may i|uestlon, too, 
whether tho iiereeiitage of error lu not 
greatly rrMlueeil when the work is done 
by a corporation whose employees do 
nothing else, and are therefore unUHU- 
nlly ipiallfled. Tho use of trust i-om- 
ip.TiiIes. v lieitii r with or without an lii- 
sur.ince ultai linient. as executors and 
trustees, is prehaldy a great disadvan- 
tages over t^e old practice of having 
a private individual as trustee or cxe- 



cuior, provided that those coinpanieti 
aro held by the courts to a rigid ac- 
countability for the pruiier manage- 
ment of tho funds iilaccd in their hands. 
Tills ilio courts in this State arc do- 
ing. 

And i.s llie profession not acliially 
hetterod by liaving negligence easts 
taken out of the hands of tli(> individu- 
al'.' We rememher lo have read of "ani- 
bulancu chasens" long before the rise 
of tile liability corp<iralloii, and Ihey 
are yot to be found. The injure 1 jier- 
son Is still the easy victim of .vliysur 
lawyers; on the other side, defeme by 
cnrpoi~,itton8 has ended many an ohiiso 
from which the employer formerly .suf- 
fered. There are still plenty of wionufi 
and fronils In lu-gllgeme litigation, 
but a strong case cuuM be made out lo 
•provo that these are fewer that before 
the cori'oratlon arose. I'inallv. it 
would seem as If the taking of comnier- 
eial business from the lawyer miu'lit 
check to somo extent bis own com- 
merciallzaUon, and leave him fr.'e to 
enter the many other fields of lltlga- 
lloii into wlileli no corporalioii has yet 
entered. That we are witnessing .a 
readjustment of the legal profession in 
many ways, and that its standards 
have suffered dining the process of re- 
adhifdment. Is perfectly evident. Itut 
few lawyers, we think, could be found 
to agree with .Mr. lirlstol that the pro- 
fession is disappearing: indeed, the 
need of the old-fashioiud soliiitor who 
was guide, philosopher, and friend is 
as great to-day as it ever#was, oVen 
though that tHic of lawyer Is now no 
scarcp, : 



U. S. SHIPPING LAWS 



In the $3an Francisco Journal of 
Conmierce, Robert Dollar, himself an 
owner of merchant steamers, has 
thrown considerable light on the fail- 
ure of even a single shipowner to 
register under the American flag for- 
ci;;n shl|ts owned e.xehisi v.ly l,y Aiii- 
erlraiis enga^ed in the ti.relHii trade 
of the I'nited Slates. It liad confid- 
ently been expected that this provision 
of the recent Panama Canal .\cl would 
bring u niiinlier ol" tine ..^leamers un- 
der the .Ximriean lia;;. Il.illar eon- 
trasts the cost i.r iiiaiiilaining a Urit- 
isli and .\inerlean steamer:

In 1. pel a I." per da.v, $100.l«; dead- 
weiKiii eaiiai ity, lîiioo; lunilier carry- 
liiir capaeliy, :i.:;M(i,noi) feel.

Mr. Dollar also eomplalu:. of the sev- 
ere test to Which .\iiierlean boilers 
are .inniially subjected when the <îov- 
ernnient Instiector apjdles a hydros- 
tatic pressure of one and a iuilf limes 
tho working pressure. This, he thiiil»-. 
has inmh lo do with our treuuent 
boiler explosions. .Vmvrlcan Insiiec- 
tors are. moreover, less consldeiiite 
than foreigners In taking up a shlii'> 
tlnio and Interfering with her load- 
ing and unloading. I'lne of oiir new 
regiilallons reipilres that at the ex- 
piration of the year for which Ihe shiii 
has lioen pas.-ied hy the tiovernineni, 
she must be relnspeeied at the first 
Ameriean imrt at whlili she call.s.
